Erom an article by Reginald Wynford 
in the February number of Lippincott's 
Magazine, we extract the following. The 
writer is speaking of persons in English 
country life, whose income is three thou¬ 
sand pounds and upward : 

Breakfast is served from nine to elev¬ 
en A. m. In October, at ten A. M., fami¬ 
ly prayers occur in nine out of ten fami¬ 
lies before the meal is served. 

On the table, at equi-distant points, 
stand two tiny tables, or dumb-waiters, 
which are made to revolve. On these 
are placed sugar, cream, butter, preserves 
salt, pepper, mustard, etc., so that every 
one can help himself without troubling 
others. 

On the sideboard are three beautiful 
silver dishes with spirit lamps beneath 
them. Let us loek under their covers. 
Broiled chicken, fresh mushrooms on 
toast, and stewed kidney. On a larger 
dish is fish, and ranged behind these hot 
viands are cold ham, tongue, pheasant 
and game-pie. On huge platters of wood 
with knives to correspond, are farmhouse 
brown bread and white bread, while on 
the breakfast table itself, you will find 
hot rolls, toast—of which two or three 
fresh relays are brought in during break¬ 
fast—buttered toast, muffins, and the 
freshet of eggs. 

Marmalade (Marie Malade) of oranges 
and “jam" of apricot and other fruit, al¬ 
ways form a part of an English or Scotch 
breakfast. 

The luncheon hour is from one to two. 
At luncheon there will be a roast leg of 
mutton or some such piece de resistance , 
and a made dish, such as minced veal, 
two hot dishes of meat, and several cold, 
and various sorts of pastry.

36 miles from Boston. “It was fifty 
days after leaving Newburyport before 
Arnold, with the loss of exactly half hi 4 
force, saw the heights of Quebec." 

Arnold desired Burr to take a messag > 
to Montgomery telling him about his ar¬ 
rival and plans. He did so, dressing 
himself like a French priest, (because 
there was no danger of the English dis¬ 
turbing the French.) He could spealc 
Latin well, and knew enough of French 
to speak Latin in the French man¬ 
ner. He arrived safe with the message 
to Montgomery, staying there until pre¬ 
parations were made by the General,then 
marched to the aid of Arnold. A council 
of war was soon held, in which Burr and 
Ogden were both present, “and it wa* 
determined to make tho an attempt to 
take tho place by assault." This attempt; 
came off on one dark and stormy night 
in the latter part of December, 1775. 
As they neared a block-house a sailor who 
had left his post came back to see the 
reason why the Americans did not ad¬ 
vance. Through one of tho holes in the 
block-house he saw the army, aud start¬ 
ed to run away, “but, as* he turned, he 
touched off one of those grape-ebarged 
cannon," which killed Montgomery and 
all of them that were in front, except 
Burr. The soldiers were greatly excited

had lately returned from Michigan, 
where he had been acting as Chairman 
of the Committoe of Examination of the 
Institution at Flint. Mr. Berry holds 
services for the deaf-mutes in Albany 
and Troy several times a month, and I 
was happy to see the church mission to 
deaf-mutes, nobly begun by Rev. Mr. 
Gallaudet, so ably carried out in this lo¬ 
cality by Mr. Berry. In him the mutes 
find a friend kind, thoughtful and ever 
ready to help them. 

In Troy a weekly Bible Class is held 
imder the guidance of Miss El- 
mina D. Clapp, the mention of whose 
name will bring to many of our readers 
pleasant recollections of their school days 
at Fanwood. The class is discontinued 
for the vacation, but will be continued 
again in the fall. I picked up a paper 
in Troy, and read therein something 
about a deaf-mute. He had been to the 
police headquarters and stated that he 
was robbed of his watch and a dollar in 
money the day before, by a man, whom, 
upon being arrested, he identified. Well, 
the case came up and counsel was secured by 
each, but it turned out that the mute had 
not enough English at command to make 
the charge, and, so the paper said, he 
could neither understand the sign lan¬ 
guage, nor manual alphabet. As a mat¬ 
ter of course the arrested party was dis- 
cliarged, and I was told by a friend that 
the poor master gave the mute a ticket 
to New York, where he resides. I want¬ 
ed to see him, but before I got the chance 
the bird had flown. 

After a couple days visit in Troy, I 
joined my “chum” in Utica. In response 
to a telegram we had sent him, Mr. J. J. 
Siegmann, an old friend and class-mate of 
Ola'S, joined us at our hotel, and when 
we had talked ourselves out of ideas, we 
paid a visit to such of the mutes as lived 
within convenient walking distance. Mr. 
Siegmann has a nice position as clerk in 
the County Clerk’s office—and the build¬ 
ing is a fine one, built quite recently and 
completely fire proof. Utica is quite a 
business city, and in deaf mute history is 
noted as the place where Mr. John Car¬ 
lin within the year made quite a little 
fortune in the pursuit of his profession aR 
artist. 

After leaving Utica, my “chum” and 
self managed to stick together. We made 
a few little calls on deaf mute friends of 
ours, but did not do all the visiting we 
intended to. Early on the morning of 
Friday, we found ourselves safe and snug 
in bed at the Vanderbilt House, Syra¬ 
cuse. Here, eight years, ago the first 
Convention of the Empire State Asso¬ 
ciation was held.

The following extract from the twenty- 
fourth Report of the New York Insti¬ 
tution, but few of the readers of the 
Journal can have seen, and thus may 
find it interesting, as showing the views 
held by so eminent an authority as the 
late Dr. H. P. Peet on the subject of 
marriages of the deaf and dumb, which 
some cold-blooded philosophers, like Dr. 
Homo, would have prohibited by law, 
and which in some countries in Europe 
can only be contracted by special per¬ 
mission of the courts : 

“It seems not out of place hero to 
speak of a subject which, perhaps, 
excites as much interest in the public 
mind as any other connected with the 
deaf and dumb—we refer to the fre¬ 
quency of marriages among our former 
pupils. We have seen an occasional 
notice of a marriage ceremony performed 
by signs between a deaf-mute bride and 
bridegroom, copied far and wide in the 
newspapers of the day, often to an ex¬ 
tent hardly surpassed by the publicity 
given to the details of a royal marriage; 
an account of a marriage ceremony be¬ 
tween two inhabitants of another planet 
could hardly excite more general interest. 

“Marriages among the educated deaf 
and dumb are not, however, rare in pro¬ 
portion to their numbers. It is believed 
that the instances which have occurred in 
in this country, in some of which both 
parties were mutes, in others but one, 
have amounted to hundreds. That, in all 
these instances, the connection has been 
cannot affirm :

I remember once going round the 
pi ace with areal estate agent, and being 
moderately scared by the high figures he 
now and then favored me with. Never¬ 
theless Yonkers is well situated on the 
Hudson; it is a city on a hill, is well 
* levated, and the view it gets of the Pal¬ 
isades over the river is commanding and 
Rrand. The river breezes are cool and 
refreshing, and in summer the depot is 
airy and delightful, but for the traveler 
in winter it is horrible and freezing. 
Our train came along at last, and in we 
jumped, and were soon thundering away 
forty miles an hour. A journey up the 
Hudson by daylight is one of the best 
things in the world. The scenery is not 
to be surpassed. The far-famed Rhine 
of Europe may equal, but it can never 
excel it.
